
A masking layer 12 is formed on the entire surface 103 
of a basal plate 1. 



The masking layer 1 2 which was formed in the region 1 00 
on the surface 103 of the basal plate 1 is removed. 



A detrimental constituent is eliminated by heating the 
masking layer 12. 



A culture fluid 5 is injected into a solution retaining part 

17. 



Cells 6 are immobilized onto outermost faces 103 and 121 
of an immobilization vehicle. 



The masking layer 12 remaining in the region 101 on the 
surface 1 03 of the basal plate 1 is separated from the 
basal plate 1.
